Obama says U.S. has moral responsibility’ to lead ambitious call to action

for a world free of nuclear weapons on the day North Korea defied global pressure by testing a missile. 


P R AG U E I Declaring the future of mankind 
at stake, President Obama on Sunday said 
all nations must strive to rid the world of 
nuclear arms and that the U.S. had a “moral 
responsibility” to lead because no other 
country has used a nuclear weapon. 

A North Korean rocket launch upstaged 
Obama’s idealistic call to action, delivered in 
the capital of the Czech Republic, a former 
satellite of the Soviet Union. But Obama dis- 
missed those who say the spread of nuclear 
weapons, “the most 
dangerous legacy of 
the Cold War,” can- 
not be checked. 

“This goal will not 
be reached quickly — 
perhaps not in my life- 
time,” he told a cheer- 
ing crowd of more 
than 20,000 in the 
historic square out- 
side the Prague Castle 

gates. “[We] must ignore the voices who tell 
us that the world cannot change. We have to 
insist, 'Yes, we can.’” 

Few experts think it’s possible to com- 
pletely eradicate nuclear weapons, and 
many say it wouldn’t be a good idea even if 
it could be done. 

But a program to drastically cut the world 
atomic arsenal carries support from scien- 
tists and lions of the foreign policy world. 
Obama embraced that step as his first goal 
and chose as the venue for his address a 
nation that peacefully threw off communism 
and helped topple the Soviet Union, despite 
its nuclear power.

WASHINGTON I U.S. airlines carried 
fewer people last year but did a bet- 
ter job for those who did fly. 

The rates of lost bags, late 
arrivals, passengers bumped from 
overbooked flights and consumer 
complaints all declined, private 
researchers say

study of airline 
quality, based on 
government sta- 
tistics. 

Consumer 
complaints for 
the 17 airlines 
included in the 

study dipped from 

1.42 per 100,000 passengers in 
2007 to 1.15 in 2008. Southwest 
Airlines had the best rate, with 
only 0.25 complaints per 100,000 
passengers; US Airways had the 
worst rate, 2.25. 

The average on-time perfor- 
mance last year was 3 percent 
better than the year before, yet 
nearly one- quarter of all flights 
were late, joan lowy (ap)

Officials Defend Shooting Response 



N.Y. police arrived 
45 minutes after Fri. 
attack that killed 13 

BINGHAMTON, N.Y. I A faster 
response by emergency officials 
to the attack at an immigrant ser- 
vices center in Binghamton Friday 
would have saved no lives, a county 
prosecutor said Sunday. 

The shooting at the American 
Civic Association stopped short- 
ly after the first 911 calls came at 
10:30 a.m., but police didn’t enter 
the building until nearly 45 min- 
utes later. 

Survivors reported hud- 
dling for hours in a basement, 
not knowing whether they were 
still in danger after the gunman, 
41-year-old Jiverly Wong, killed 
13 people. 

Medical examiners who con- 
ducted autopsies on the victims 
reported that their injuries were 
SO severe they would not have sur- 
vived, said Broome County District 
Attorney Gerald F. Mollen. 

“Nobody could have been saved 
if the police walked in the door that 
first minute,” he said. 


The prosecutor’s comments 
came Sunday as officials prepared 
to release a list of names and home 
countries of the victims. 

Four Chinese were among those 
killed, and a Chinese student was 
shot in the arm and leg but sur- 


vived, officials said. The other vic- 
tims came from Haiti, Pakistan, 
the Philippines, Iraq, Brazil, Viet- 
nam and the United States. 

Wong, who killed himself, was 
“an avid gunman” who visited a fir- 
ing range on a weekly basis. Police 


Chief Joseph Zikuski said, but his 
motive is still unclear. 

Officials have said Wong was 
apparently upset about losing his 
job at a vacuum plant and about 
people picking on him for his lim- 
ited English. (AP)

Escorts Help Critters Cross Over

Volunteers make sure 
mating amphibians 
have a safe road trip 

NEW HAVEN, VT. I The black sala- 
mander with yellow spots sat on 
the roadside in the dark, ready to 
make a go of it. 

But it was not on its own. It 
got help from an escort — one of 
45 people who volunteered on a 
recent night to carry salaman- 
ders, frogs and newts across the 
road during their annual migra- 
tion to mate. 

On rainy nights in early spring, 
roads between forests and vernal 
pools are hopping and crawling 
with activity. On some nights, hun- 
dreds of amphibians cross small 
stretches of asphalt to mate. But 
many don’t make it. 

From rural Vermont to urban 
centers such as Philadelphia, 


human escorts, called bucket bri- 
gades in some places, help amphib- 
ians make it to their mating areas 
without getting squashed by cars. 


It’s part education, part conserva- 
tion and part science. 

“It’s an extraordinary thing, 
and people deserve to know about 


it,” said Warren King, a member 
of the Otter Creek Audubon Soci- 
ety. “And it needs to be protected. 
There are sites where many of the 
critters that are crossing never 
make it.” 

On a recent night. University of 
Vermont student Kaitlin Friedman 
walked with other volunteers along 
the asphalt with flashlights and 
clipboards, moving wood frogs; 
peepers; and blue-spotted, red- 
backed and four-toed salaman- 
ders across the road, while jotting 
down how many they saw. They 
also kept count of vehicles and 
the amphibians that didn’t make 
it, trying to identify the flattened 
carcasses. 

“It’s pretty much the one time 
of year where you get to see a lot 
of salamanders in abundance and 
it’s just really cool,” said Fried- 
man, 20, of Long Island, N.Y.

was unfair, given that bailed-out 
banks were not subjected to the 
same treatment. 

“If, in the future, banks need 
exceptional assistance ... then we’ll 
make sure that assistance comes 
with conditions,” Geithner said. 
“And where that requires a change 
of management [or] of the board, 
we’ll do that.” (ap)

Police Detain 325 People 
During NATO Protests 

Police detained more than 325 peo- 
ple during violent protests before 
and during the NATO summit in 
Strasbourg, officials said Sunday.

Blast at Pakistani

Bomber strikes Shiite 
faeility as Taliban 
vow 2 attaeks weekly 

ISLAMABADIA suicide bombing at 
a crowded Shiite mosque south of 
Pakistan’s capital killed 22 people 
Sunday, the latest evidence of how 
security in the U.S.-allied nation is 
crumbling well beyond the Afghan 
border region where al-Qaeda and 
Taliban fighters thrive. 

The violence came as a senior 
Pakistani Taliban commander 
said his group was behind a deadly 
suicide bombing Saturday night in 
Islamabad and promised two more 
attacks per week in the country 
if the US. does not stop missile 
strikes on Pakistani territory, 

Sunday’s suicide bomber set off 
his explosives at the entrance to a 
mosque in the city of Chakwal in 
Punjab province, about 50 miles 


south of Islamabad, said Nadeem 
Hasan Asif, a top security official 
in the province. The blast killed 22 
and wounded dozens, he said. 

A little-known group believed to 
be linked to the Pakistani Taliban 
claimed it had staged the attack, 

TV footage showed pools of 
blood in front of the mosque. 
Clothes and shoes littered the 
ground, while at least one car and 
four motorcycles were damaged. A 
policeman with bandaged legs and 
a wounded man wearing a blood- 
stained shirt were shown on hos- 
pital beds crying in pain, A woman 
standing in a hospital emergency 
ward wailed, “Oh, my God!” 

Farid Ali said he was leaving 
the mosque when he felt the blast 
behind him, 

“I saw several people lying 
dead,” he told Express News TV. 
“There was blood everywhere.”

Allen has found a suitable mouth- 
piece for his cynical humor in 
Larry David, star of “Curb Your 
Enthusiasm,” 

The film received a warm 
reception at a screening Thursday 
at ShoWest, an annual conven- 
tion of theater owners. “Whatev- 
er Works” opens the Tribeca Eilm 
Eestival on April 22 in advance of 
its theatrical debut in June.

OBSOLETE I Goodbye, numeric 
cell phone keypads. You’re going 
the way of the rotary dial. Touch 
screens and QWERTY keyboards 
will take over from here, thank 
you. 

At North America’s largest 
cell phone trade show, which 
ran last week in Las Vegas, there 
were few new phones for the U.S. 
market that had a numerical key- 
pad instead of an alphabetic key- 
board. Touch screens also were 
out in force. 

These changes are a recognition 
of the popularity of text messaging 
and wireless Internet use. Indus- 
try organization CTIA Wireless, 
which hosts the show, said U.S. 
subscribers sent 1 trillion text 
messages last year, three times 
the 2007 volume. Meanwhile, the 
same people used 2.2 trillion min- 
utes of voice calls, an increase of 
less than 5 percent. 

This shift in how people use 
their mobile devices has over- 


turned cell phone design. Accord- 
ing to NPD Group, 31 percent of 
phones sold in U.S. stores in the 
fourth quarter of 2008 had full- 
alphabet keyboards, up from 
5 percent two years earlier. 

Old-fashioned numeric key- 
pads still will have a prominent 
place — but largely overseas. In 
a twist of market dynamics, the 
demand for QWERTY phones is 
mainly a North American phe- 
nomenon, said Ross Rubin, an 
analyst at NPD. 

Although touch screens are 
gaining in popularity all over the 
world, people in other countries 
got into text messaging much 
earlier and “became acclimated 
to texting with a keypad,” Rubin 
said. Meanwhile, the U.S. market 
has been influenced by high-end 
smart phones such as the Treo 
and the BlackBerry that pioneered 
small versions of typewriter-style 
keyboards. 

As a result, numeric keypads 
were still dominant at the CTIA 
booth of Nokia Corp., the world’s 
largest maker of cell phones, which 
has a relatively minor presence in

JURY DUTY I Here are the facts: 
Malvolio, former steward to 
Countess Olivia of Illyria, was 
tricked into making a fool of him- 
self and was subsequently impris- 
oned. Now he’s out for justice — or 
is it revenge? 

Every spring, the Shakespeare 
Theater company hosts a mock 
trial — the case of a fictional char- 
acter who has been accused of 
some wrongdoing. Real lawyers 
argue the cases before a panel 
of high-profile judges. This year. 
Supreme Court Justices Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg, Stephen Breyer 
and Samuel Alito will head the 


committee. If you’re upset by the 
ubiquity of government in D.C., 
this might not be your event. 

In honor of this season’s pro- 
duction of “Twelfth Night,” the trial 
is titled “Malvolio’s Revenge.” The 
hapless villain of the play, Malvo- 


lio, has successfully sued his for- 
mer employer, Olivia, for punitive 
damages. Now, she’s appealing 
the previous verdict, which would 
force her to pay up to the tune of 
$10 million for offenses for which 
she claims she isn’t responsible. 


The judges and lawyers 
involved have the somewhat 
daunting task of becoming Shake- 
speare scholars and legal schol- 
ars in the space of a few months. 
However, the defense and pros- 
ecution both seem ably prepared 
for Monday’s trial. 

“Olivia is certainly not liable for 
anything,” says Roy T. Englert Jr., 
counsel for the petitioners, “[She 
is] as pure as the driven snow.” As 
for the jury’s original verdict? “It’s 
unjust, and it just can’t stand.” 

But former U.S. Solicitor Gen- 
eral Paul D. Clement, who will 
represent Malvolio Monday night, 
isn’t worried. 

“I have faith in my client,” 
he said. “Everybody recognizes 
that he was notoriously abused.”
